What is happening in Syria is 
a result of the aroused national­ 
ism in Arabic countries 
which 
Soviet Russia did not foment but 
of which the Kremlin has taken 
full advantage. Nationalism has 
triumphed universally, the Unit­ 
ed States being the sole excep­ 
tion. Thus 
empires 
fall, 
coun­ 
tries 
are 
partitioned, 
colonies 
rise to independence, the earth 
is 
becoming 
more 
and 
more 
fragmented. 


Already 
nationalism 
has 
de­ 
stroyed the British, French and 
Dutch empires. Soviet Russia is 
stimulating 
nationalism 
w-hile 
developing an empire, with what 
results we shall in 
due 
course 
see. The United 
States, 
which 
favors internationalism suicidal- 
1}. is so deeply committed to the 
cost in wealth and life of a per­ 
m anent military 
establishment,
